The County of Vulcan area is now well served by 
seed cleaning plants located at Carmangay, Queens¬ 
town, Vulcan and Blackie and there isn’t much excuse 
for a fanner increasing his weed problem by sowing 
poor seed. 

But despite the growing number of seed cleaning 
plants in the province, as much as 25 per cent of the 
seed used by Alberta farmers grades “reject,” accord¬ 
ing to the Alberta Department of Agriculture. 

Since approximately 18 million bushels of cereal 
seeds are used in this province every year, about 4 
milli on bushels are planted with a weed count so high 
that it cannot meet the rather lenient standards for 
the lowest official grade. 

Many farmers believe that because their land is 
weedy there is no point in using clean seed. This, of 
course, is the worst kind of defeatism; it implies that 
a weed problem cannot be solved so why fight it. But 
one of the first steps in a weed control program should 
be to stop planting weeds! 

There are over 50 good seed cleaning plants in 
the province whose average charge for cleaning is 
about 6 cents per bushel. Since farmers seed an aver¬ 
age of two bushels per acre, they can sow clean seed 
at a cost of less than 20 cents an acre. Compared with 
the cost of spraying, cultivating, etc., this is a very 
economical weed control measure.
